Note 7 ; Wherever the words “Penal prepared 
by relevant Departmental Promotion Con^ 
mittee” occur in Column 11 and recniit- 
ment is to be made by .■^ilection. the words 
shall mean preparation of panel purclv on 
the basis of merit by reference to confiden¬ 
tial reoorts[performance reports, if no confi¬ 
dential reoorts are prescribed and lor by 
reference to results of a trade test. 

Note 8 : Promotion indicated in Columns 1F 
and 12 of this Schedule w'll normally b“ 
from feeder grade indicated as Column 12 
but where two or more Factories Orctmisa- 
tion “allied trades” or “allied tTades” by 
the General Manacer of the factory or 
Ordnance Factory Board .^election for nr'o- 
motion wi'l be made from common seniority 
list of eligible persons in the allied grades 
or allied trades. 

Note 9 : TTie words “emiivalent posts” and >s 
variants in these niles will mean anv posts 
in some or identical scale of pay as another 
post® in the same nr another cateporv .and 
W'hich Posts the Ordnance Factory Board or 
General Manager of factory mav declare 
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as equivalent posts and they will be con¬ 
sidered to be interchangeable or stroke (/) 
appointments* 

Note 10 : In relation to prescribed qualifica'ions 
under Column 8 of this Schedule the ques¬ 
tion whether a qualification is equivalent to 
ihc prescribed qualification for any post 
shall be decided by the Ordnance Factory 
Board. 

Note 11 : For the purpose of these rules, the 
Ordnance Factory Board may authorise anv 
Member of the Board or an Additional 
Director General Ordnance Factories to 
exercise any or all its powers on its 
behalf and it shall be deemed to have been 
exercised by the s^iid Board. 

Note 12 : In these rules the term “General 
Manager of ihc Factory'"’ and its variations 
shall include Senior General Manager, 
Additional General Manager, Olllcer-in- 
Charge, Officer in temporary charge of the 
factory and Director of Staff College and 
heads of other est^iblishments declared by 
Ordnance Factc^ry Board to be equivalent 
to General Manager of Factory. 

Note 13 : Wherever any age limit is laid down 
in Colulnn 7 of this Schedule the crucial 
date for determining the age limit shall be 
the closing date for receipt of applications 
from candidate in India (from Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands and Lakshadweep). In 
respect Of posts the appointment to which 
are made through the lEmployment Exchan¬

ges the crucial dale fo’r determining the age 
limit, in each case, will be the last date upto 
which the Employment Exchanges are asked 
to submit the names. 

Note 14 : Wlierevcr any condition of a mini¬ 
mum service is laid down in Column 12 of 
this Schedule and a junior employee is 
considered for selection by virtue of his 
satisfying the said minimum service condi¬ 
tion all persons scnioi to him who have 
completed probationary period shall also 
become eligible for consideration for selec¬ 
tion no I withstanding that they may not 
satisfy the said minimum service condition. 

Note 15 : In the exigencies of the service within 
the total number of posts in the same 
scale of pay (Grade) the Ordnance Factory 
Board may acid to the number of trades or 
sub-divide, aboli.di or merge any trade 
mentioned in Annexnre A and B to this 
Schedule or add to and reduce number of 
posts in different trades on same scale of 
pay from time to time on the basis of 
changes in functional requirements. 

Note 16 : Tlie incumbents of posts in this 
Schedule arc noramally linblc for service in 
the same factory or office in the Ordnance 
Factories Organisaffon but without prejudice 
to the right of the Management, in the 
public interest, to transfer them to equi^'^- 
ient pos^s in anv other factory or office in 
the Ordnance Factories Organisation. 
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
